It seemed certain that Colonel Roose- 
velt could have the progressive nomi- 
nation at once if he would say the 
word and still leave the way open to 
withdraw his candidacy if the repub- 
lican convention nomiated a man whom 
he was willing to support. 

One fection among the progressives 
favors nominating Colonel Roosevelt 
on the first day of the convention and 
then await the action of the republi- 
eans. Another faction would prepare 
to make no nomination until after it 
was known what the republicans pur- 
posed to do. 

On every hand tonight there is specu- 
lation as to what the old guard will 
do if it succeeds in defeating Colonel 
Roosevelt, whether they would go 
the whole distance and nominate a 
man of their number such as Root, 
Fairbanks, . Weeks opr _ Burton; or 
whether they would attempt to con- 
cilitate the progressives by choosing a 
man whom the latter might support 
The name of Justice Hughes is the only 
one that has been brought forWard so 
far as having such possibilities. 

Rank and File for Harmony. 

Among the rank and file of the re- 
publicans there are indications of a 
genuine effort to draw the progressives 
back into the old party. One of these 
evidences is the lack of harsh criticism 
and bellicose demonstrations which 
characterized the convention period of 
1912. The. supporters of candidates 
familiarly called favorite eons are firm 
in their arguments, but are inclined to 
a far greater degree than ordinarily 
to extoll their candidates without de- 
tracting from others. 

Street corner harangues in the inter- 
est of candidates and the usual par- 
tisan musical demonstrations have not 
been seen. 

Because of the fact that Justice 
Hughes and Colonel Roosevelt occupy 
places far in advance of others, they 


have become the especial subjects of 


attack, each by the champions of the 
other, and both by the adherents of the 
half dozen other men whose names are 
being mentioned. 

Most of the delegates who came in 
today were of the element that stood 
out for party solidarity in 1912 and al- 
though some of them speak without 
rancor of Colonel Roosevelt they take 
a positive position against his candi- 
dacy. While they contend that his 
nomination is impossible they agree 
that the influence of his supporters 
may be paramount in naming the can- 
didate and shaping the platform. Many 
of them are willing to let Colonel 
Roosevelt pick the candidate if that 
will insure harmony among the re- 
publicans and win the support of the 
progressives. 

Arguments Against Hughes. 

Those who are opposing nominating 
Justice Hughes lay their principal com- 
plaint against his failure to announce 
his position on current issues. This 
criticism comes from both republicans 
and progressives. There was a wide 
spread report tonight’ that 
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_ Roosevelt himself had declared that he} 
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would not support the justice unless 
he made such a statement. The pro-

If Colonel 
Roosevelt expressed a willingness to 
support Justice Hughes, the progress- 
ives, according to the plan, would be 
expected to line up behind him. 


ROOSEVELT OR WILSON 
FOR PROGRESSIVES. 


Chicago, June 4.—Oscar S. Straus, of 
New York, a delegate to the progress- 
ive national convention, declared to- 
night that if the republican convention 
did not nominate Colonel Roosevelt the 
progressives might formally indorse 
President Wilson for re-election dnd 
adjourn without further action. 

‘President Wilson has many friends 
among the progressives,” said Mr. 
Straus. “I would not be surprised if 
the republicans named some candidate 
so unsatisfactory that we might in- 
dorse President Wilson. I am for 
Roosevelt first, and I sincerely hope the 
republicans will name him. Hughes, I 
think, would be acceptable to .many 
progressives. The only argument 
against him is dragging the supreme 
court into politics. t would establish 
recedent. Some of the 
most powerful arguments against his 
running under the circumstances are 
oe public statements on the sub- 
ect.”

SUHIFE ATTAGKS 
JEWISH POLITICS 


Stung by Criticism of Jew- 
ish Press, Great Banker 
Breaks Affiliation With 
Jewish Organizations and 
Will Aid Race as Private 
Citizen.

New York, June 4.—Jacob H. Schiff, 
known for many years as one of the 
leaders of the Jewish race, appeared to- 
day before the annual convention of 
the Kehillah, or Jewish community of 
New York, told the delegates he had 
determined to break all his affiliation 
with what might be termed “Jewish 
politics,” and hereafter to do his work 
for his race as a private individual. 

Mr. Schiff said he had been bitterly 
attacked in the Jewish press because 
of the misquotation of his remarks at 
the Central Jewish institute two weeks 
ago. At that time he deprecated the 
proposal that Yiddish be spoken by 
Jews in all public places. He said 
today he then had declared his belief 
that “if the Jews of Russia and the 
Jews of Poland would not have been 
kept as a separate people by them- 
selves, by discriminatory laws, the 
prejudices of persecution to which they 
had been subjected would not have 
reached the stage to which. we all re- 
gret it has unfortunately come.” 

Expected an Attack. 

Mr. Schiff said he had expected an 
attack against him because one had 
been threatened if he did not give up 
his opposition to the proposed Ameri- 
can Jewish congress, but he added that 
he felt he deserved better at the hands 
of his co-religionists after the work 
he had done for them. 

It was unbelievable, he declared, that 
he should be accused of having detlared 
the Jews of Russia and Poland were 
themselves responsible for their perse- 
cution. He said that for twenty-five 
years he had “single-handedly strug- 
gled against the invasion of the Ameri- 
can money markets by the Russian gov- 
ernment and to this day have staved 
them off.’’ He pointed out that he had 
insisted to the president of the United 
States that our treaty with Russia 
should be abrogated, because he knew 
that “whenever Russia was compelled 
to open its doors free to the Jew, to 
the American Jew, and to the Jew of 
all nations, it will not be able to con- 
tinue the restrictions against its own 
Jew and to continue the pale of settle- 
ment which is at the bottom of all mis- 
fortune.” 

His accusers, Mr. Schiff asserted, in- 
cluded “men who are here on suffer- 
ance, men who are refugees hefe be- 
cause, unfortunately for them, and I 
am sorry for it, they cannot return 
to their homes at present, as intended.” 

Why Russia Will Rejoice. 

“They write to the Jewish papers,” 
he continued, “that J have furnished, by 
my address, munitions to the Russian 
government which will be of more yal- 
ue to it than the munition which is

Several Futile Attempts by 

Crown Prince’s Forces to 
Turn Fort Vaux From the 
Southeast. 


GERMANS LOSE GAINS 
ON THE YPRES SALIENT 


Using Bombs and Bayonets, 
Canadians Recover Ground 
They Yielded — Italians 
Stop the Austrian Advance. 


London, June 4.—The region of Vaux 
and Damloup, northeast of Verdun, has 
been the scene of further futile at- 
tempts of the Germans to pierce the 
French lines. <All the attacks were 
set at naught by the French fire, ex- 
cept a night attack between Damloup 
and Fort Vaux, where the Germans ob- 
tained a foothold in French trenches. 
From these, however, they were imme- 
diately driven out by a counter attack. 

The Canadian troops and the Germans 
have been battling fiercely on the 
Ypres salient. The German guns open- 
ed up several days ago, deluging the 
Canadian positions and the surround- 
ing territory with shells. Then the 
German infantry advanced along an 
extended front of almost two miles, 
capturing trenches. In a series of 
counter attacks, in which bomb and 
bayonet played an important part, the 
Canadians regained most of the Post 
ground and have reorganized their po- 
sitions. 

On the Russian front violent artil- 
lery duels are going on in the Begssa- 
rabian and Volhynian sectors. Several 
Russian infantry attacks against the 
Austrians were repulsed. 

The Italians in the region of Arsiero 
are holding the Austrians from further 
advances in the desperate struggle that 
is going on in this region. The Aus- 
trians, with large effectives, at- 
tempted to break through the Italian 
line in the direction of Onaro, but were 
driven ‘back. 
still heavy on the other sectors of the 
Austro-Italian front. 4 

According to unofficial advices from 
Saloniki, General Sarrail, the French 
commander, has declared martial law 
in the entire zone occupied by the en- 
tente allies and the allied troops have 
taken over the telegraph office, the 
port and customs house at Saloniki. 


BOMBS AND BAYONETS 
USED BY CANADIANS. 


British Headquarters in France, June 
3.—(Via London, June 4.)—Around fa- 
mous Hill 60 and Sanctuary wood the 
Canadians have been doing the stiffest 
fighting of their experience in the 
course of the last two days’ action. 
They have held the entire front at- 
tacked, and unless the fighting spreads, 
this is entirely their battle. The Ger- 
man guns had been relatively quiet 
for some days, when they suddenly 
opened up the heaviest bombardment 
any Canadian veteran has known, using 


all Kinds of guns, from heavy howitzers | 


io trench mortars, not only battering 
the trenches, but covering a wide area 
of ground in the rear to prevent the 
bringing up of supoprt. 

“But it was not this time, as in the 
earlier battles on the Ypres salient 
when the Germans threw three or four 
shells to one,” said the officer. ‘‘The 
British guns returned equal volumes 
on the Germans after they were in our 
trenches.” 

Under support of gun fire, the Ca- 
nadian battalions, which include many 
Americans, maintaining the traditions 
of the first contingent last year at St. 


‘Julien, immediately turned on the Ger- 


mans in>a series of counter attacks. 
They fought throughout the night and 
were engaged all Saturday doggedly 
bombing their way back to the pos- 
session of the position which they had 
lost. Parties “rushed in at different 
points, ‘bombing and bayonetting right 
and left, and before their fierce work 
was ended they had regained all but a 
few yards. 

The German advance had been made 
over a front of 3,000 yards from Ypres- 
Comines railway to Hooge Point. This 
was the most extensive front of any 
recent attack, and the Canadians re- 
sponded to the test coolly and skill- 
fully. In the Hooge sector the Ger- 
man attack was stopped with heavy 
loss. 

The perplexity over the first news 
of the battle between the British and 
German fleets has been succeeded by 
satisfaction as fuller accounts are re- 
ceived. @ 


FRENCH CHECK 
GERMAN RUSHES. 


Paris, June 4,—Several attempts 
made by the Germans last night and 
this morning to turn the French posi- 
tions at Fort Vaux, on the Verdun 
front, from the southeast, were un- 
successful, the war office announced 
this afternoon. The night attacks re- 
sulted in their gaining a foothold in 
the French trenches in the ravine be- 
tween Damloup and Fort Vaux, but 
they were immediately driven out by 
a counter attack. The assault this 
morning was checked by the French 
curtain of fire. 

The afternoon statement reads: 
“On the right bank of the Meuse 
there was hand grenade fighting dur- 
ing the night west of Thiaumont farm. 

“At the close of the day yesterday, 
after violent bombardment, the enemy 
made several atempts to’ turn Fort 
Vaux from the southeast. At 8 o’clock

ment of the British losses. 

The statement gave the German 
losses as two battleships, two dread- 
naugiat battle cruisers, four light 
cruisers, nine torpedo boat destroyers 
and a submarine.

CRUISER SQUADRON 
FOUGHT FOR HOURS 
FULL GERMAN FLEET 


Edinburgh, June 4.—According to in- 
formation received here, the British 
battle cruiser squadron engaged -the 
whole German fleet, which was further 
favored by the protection of a mine 
field and with the advantage of light, 
as the Germans hugged the Jutland 
coast closely. 

At the critical stage of the fight 
four battleships of the British grand 
fleet appeared on the horizon, the Val- 
ient, Barham, Malay and Warspite. The 
battle then assumed a different com- 

plexion. The Warspife attacked by 
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five German battleships, fought glo- 
riously, sinking or at least seriously 
damaging three of her assailants. The 
Valiant rammed and sunk an enemy 
submarine. 

Eventually, the German ships retreat- 
ed, to the great disappointment of the 
British fleet. 


Hundred German Ships. 
According to the story of the battle 
received here, Vice Admiral Sir David 
who commanded the British 
cruiser squadron, had cruised many 
times in the vicinity of the recent bat- 


— — 


tlefield without succeeding in luring 


{the Germans from their mined waters, 


but on this occasion the British seamen 
had inkling that something important 
was about to happen. 

About 4 o’clock Wednesday afternoon 
when the squadron was about 100 miles 
west ‘of the Danish coast, the British 
advance guards sighted the enemy and 
soon it was apparent that the Germans 
were coming out in great force, there 
being in all about one hundred ships. 

The German squadron included at 
least twenty battleships and battle 
cruisers, with numerous lighter craft 
in front, the whole armada steaming 
rapidly in a northwesterly direction. 
The conditions were entirely in favor 
of the Germans, who doubtless soon 
became aware that only a fraction of 
the British battle fleet opposed them. 

Germans Hugged Coast. 

Apart from the fact that the Ger- 
mans were three times as strong as 
Vice Admiral Beatty’s squardon, they 
had the advantage on the light and 
adopted their favorite tactics of hug- 
ging the coast, at the same time assur- 
ing a safe retreat. Atmospheric condi- 


' tions then took a change, which further 
| helped the Germans. 
, duced the visibility and the British 


A thin drizzle re- 


gunners thus were greatly handicapped, 
while, with the western sun behind 
them, the British ehips easily were 
picked out on the horizon, whereas the 
Germans were able to conceal their 
strength, covered as they were by the 
coast of Jutland. 

Having succeeded at length in draw- 
ing the whole German fleet out of its 
safe quarters, Vice Admiral Beatty, al- 
though greatly outnumbered and run- 
ning heavy risks, determined to hang 
on grimly in order to detain the Ger- 
mans in full strength. It was a daring 
maneuver, but the British fought dog- 
gedly and with great pertinacity, de- 
spite all disadvantages, confident that 
reinforcements were on the way. 

The fight had lasted about two hours 
when the British battle cruisers Invin- 
cible, Indomitable and Inflexible hove 
in sight. Rear Admiral Hood flying his 
flag on the Invincible as second in com- 
mand of the battle cruiser squadron. 
They rushed into action none too soon, 
for Vice Admiral Beatty’s battered 
fleet. , 


Germans Behind Mine Field. 


The odds still favored the Germans 
both in numbers and position. The 
British ships were clearly distinguish- 
able against the light, while the Ger- 
man fleet was sheltered behind a mine 
field and lay well into the shadow of 
jai shore, where the mist made them 


difficult targets. 

The conflict was mainly a battle of 
{big guns. The Invincible, after fight- 
ling with the greatest gallantry and 
considerably damaging the enemy, met 
her déom and sank quickly. 

But much more formidable aid now 
was at hand. It soon was manifest 
that the Germans meant business, The

Range Rapidly Reduced. 


Admiral Beatty’s ship, the Lion, gave 
a magnificent account of herself. Then 
came the Queen Mary, the battle-scar- 
red Tiger, the Princess Royal and the 
Indefatigable, the last named famous 
for her feats in the ‘battle off the Falk- 
ands. 

From fifteen miles the range rapid- 
ly Was reduced to ten and then to five 
miles. By this time a perfect inferno 
was raging as the opposing battle 
squadrons rained broadsides upon one 
another. Soon after the battle began 
in earnest one big German cruiser was 
geen to receive a direct hit and a mo- 
ment later she was enveloped in flames, 
sinking almost immediately. 

Up to this time most of the fighting 
had been done by German battle cruis- 
ers, but vessels of the Kaiser class now 
joined in the fray, giving the Germans 
an enormous superiority both in ships 
and gunpower. hen the story of the 
battle is fully known it probably will 
be shown that one of the deadliest ene- 
mies of the British was the German 
mine field. The attackers also had to 
contend with the danger from subma- 
tines and Zeppelins. 


HOW QUEEN MARY 
WAS SENT OWN. 


London, June 4.-—The manner in 
which the big British battle cruiser 
Queen Mary came to her end is de- 
scribed by an east coast town corre- 
npg of The.Weekly Dispatch.

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SAYS CHURCHILL 


Admiralty Lord 
Discusses North Sea Bat- 
tle—German Losses Rela- 
tively More Than the 
British. 


om ee 


London, June 4.—Great Britain still 
holds undisputed supremacy of the 
seas, in the judgment of Winston 
Spencer Churchill, recently first lord 
of the admiralty, who now has resum- 
ed his parliamentary duties 
service with his regiment at the front, 
and whose opinions on naval matters 
are still eagerly sought in. England. 
Colonel Churchill gave the Associated 
Press the following statement today: 

“T have had an opportunity of ex- 
amining the reports of the admirals 
and of considering the information in 
the possession of the admiralty. The 
following facts seem to me to be estab- 


lished: 

“The naval supremacy of the British 
fleet in capital ships depends upon the 
super-dreadnaughts armed with 13.5- 
inch and 15-inch guns, and these are 
sufficient by themselves to maintain 
control of the seas. Of these vital 
units of the first rank, we have only 
lost one—the Queen Mary. There ap- 
pears to be no doubt that the Germans 
have lost at least one comparable ship. 
If this should be the Lutzow or the 
Derfflinger, that vessel is a heavier 
loss to them actually and relatively 
than the Queen Mary is to us. 

“Coming to vessels of the second or- 
der, we have lost the Indefatigable and 
the Invincible. These are of an entire- 
ly different class from the super- 
dreadnaughts, and, valuable vessels as 
they are, do not rank as primary units 
at the present time. A dreadnaught bat- 
tleship of the Westfalen type would be 
a loss comparable to either. 

“The armored cruisers Black Prince, 
Defence, and Warrior belonged to the 
third order of ships, of which we pos- 
sess a very large superiority. The 
sinking of the two brand-new German 
light cruisers, Wiesbaden and Elbing, 
is, in fact, a more grievous loss to the 


enemy. : 
‘ “In all these vessels the most serious 
feature is the loss of their splendid and 
irreplaceable crews. 

“The destroyer casualties appear to 
be about equal. On these terms, we 
being the stronger, are the gainers. 
Our flotillas have long sought such 
opportunities. Our margin of supe- 
riority is in no way impaired. The dis- 
patch of troops to the.continent should 


‘continue with the utmost freedom, the 


battered condition of the German fleet 
being an additional security to us. 

“The ahzy weathers, the fall of night 
and the rereat of the enem alone 
frustrated the persevering efforts of 
our brilliant . commanders, Sir John 
Jellicoe and Sir David Beatty, to force 
a final decision. Although it was not 
possible to compel the German main 
fleet to accept battle, the conclusions 
reached are of extreme importance. 
All classes of vessels on both sides 
have now met, and we know that there 
are no surprises or unforeseen features. 
An accurate measure can be taken of 
the strength of the enemy, and his 
definite inferiority is freed from any 
element of uncertainty. The fast divi- 
sion of Queen Elizabeth's seems to have 
vindicated all the hopes reposed in 
them, 

“IT cannot record these facts without 
expressing my profound sympathy with 
those who have lost their dearest ones. 
Many of the most gallant sailors our 
island has ever nurtured and some of 
our most splendid officers have gone, 
but they have died as they would have 
wished to die, in a blue-water action, 
which, as it is studied, will more and 
more be found to be a definite step to- 
ward the attainment of complete vic- 
tory.”

Paris, June 4.—A dispatch from Salo- 
niki says the proclamation by General 
Sarrail of martial law in the entire 
zone occupied by the entente allies, a 
step taken as a result of the occupation 
of Fort Rupet by Bulgarian and Ger- 
man troops, has been favorably re- 
ceived by the population. The crowds 
manifested their friendly sentiments by 
shouting “Long live the allies.’’ 


GERMAN TRENCHES 


RAIDED BY BRITISH..- 


London, June 5.—The British official 
statement issued at midnight reads: 

“A squadron of twenty-six of our 
aeroplanes bombed some points of mili- 
tary importance. Considerable damage 
is believed to have been done. One of 
our machines wes brought down in the 
enemy lines by gunfire; the remainder 
returned safely. The hostile aircraft 
have. been inactive. 

“Last night there was increased ac- 
tivity along the whole of our front. 
North of Fricourt, after a heavy bom- 
bardment, a party of two hundred Ger- 
mans attacked our trenches, but were 
driven back with considerable loss by 
our artillery and machine guns. 

“North of the River Ancre, about 
Serre, two small parties of our troops 
entered German trenches and killed 
some of the occupants. They returned 
with slight loss. At Monchy-au-Bois 
and Neuville-St. Vaast, two more par- 
ties of our troops broke into the ene- 
my’s lines, causing him losses and re- 
turned with prisoners. Our artillery 
effectively supported all these enter- 
prises. The enemy exploded a mine at 
Fricourt and four near Hulluch, caus- 
ing no serious damage. 

“Today the enemy heavily bombard- 
ed our trenches to the northeast and 
also about Souchez and Loos. Our ar- 
tillery engaged hostile batteries south 
of I.ens and east of Arras. 

“The sitaution around Ypres has not 


materially altered. There have been

artillery mbardments and our troops 
retain the ground regained in other 
counter attacks yesterday. No fresh 
attacks have been undertaken by us.”

RUSSIANS REPULSE 


GERMAN OFFENSIVE. 


v etrograd, June 4.—(Via London.)— 
The following official communication 
was issued today: 

“On the western (Russian) front in 
the region norhtwest of Pilkarn, the 
Germans, after heavy firing, attempted 
several times to assume the offensive, 
but were repulsed. On various sectors 
of the Dvina front and in the region 
of Dvinsk the enemy’s artillery has 
been active. 

“Friday evening our artillery dis- 
persed Germans who were attemptin 
to assemble northeast of Krevo. Sout 
of Krevo we blew up a mine. After 
the explosion the Germans lit up the 
crater and, opening fire, attempted an 
nes. which was checked by our 

re. 

“Opposite the village of Gorodnikl, 
seven versts south of Krevo, we ob- 
served a mass of smoke coming toward 
Our trenches, but before reaching our 
entanglements the cloud drifted back, 
causing great tumult in the German 
trenches, where large fires were seen 
burning. 

“In the afternoon one of our aircraft 
was attacked by a German Fokker near 
the village of Emay. - Our pilot met 
the enemy with machine gun fire and 
forced him to descend rapidly. An en- 
emy machine dropped four bombs on 
the station at Molodechno. 


“On the remainder of the front there. 


were small skirmishes by advanced 
posts. 

‘Caucasian front: The Turks, sup- 
ported by artillery, began a powerful 
advance against the heights southwest 
of Enikei and Erzingan, but were re- 
pulsed. South of Enikei, on the slopes 
of the Burnagel mountain, our troops 
my off the Turks and moved for- 
ward.”

Monterey, Mexico, June 4.—Approxi- 
mately 15,600 men, women and chil- 
dren marched through the streets of 
Monterey today as a demonstration in 
protest against possible intervention by 
the United States in Mexican affairs. 
Anti-American sentiment was freely 
expressed, but aside from disparaging 
remarks the demonstration was orderly. 

The parade was organized in response 
to a circular letter calling the atten- 
tion of Mexicans to the possibility of 
“Americans trespassing the sovereign- 
ty of Mexico,” and urging the rank 
and file of the citizenry to show the 
number upon which the government 
might call in the event their services 
were needed.

A WAY OPEN TO THE PEOPLE. 

In all the talk about essential charter 
revision for Atlanta, the public seems to 
have overlooked the interesting fact that 
the present city charter provides a means 
of bringing the issue squarely to a vote 
through the initiative and referendum. 

If council refuses legislation, which the 
people demand, the people themselves may 
enforce action through the present initia- 
tive charter clause, regardiess of council’s 
attitude. 

Ten per cent of Atlanta’s registered vot- 
ers, signing a petition asking the submis- 
sion of charter revision to the ballot box, 
can take the’ matter out of council’s hands 
and put it wholly up to the people. 

City Attorney James L. Mayson has 
pointed the way in a form of resolution 
addressed to mayor and council, which he 
prepared for The Constitution, published 
Saturday. With the names of 10 per cent 
of Atlanta’s voters signed to this resolu- 
tion, calling for the appointment of three 
committees of twenty-five members, each 
to prepare a charter along the different lines 
of municipal government now being dis- 
cussed, council could not do otherwise than 
to pass it, and the movement for charter 
revision would be well begun. 

Does council propose to let it come to 
this pass? For that is what continued re- 
fusal to act will mean. The people of At- 
lanta do not propose to live much longer 
under the present patchwork, antiquated 
and extravagant charter whose inefficiency 
is abundantly proven in every week of 
municipal existence. Extravagance, waste- 
fulness and inability to keep up essential 
maintenance are characteristic and almost 
every day affairs in our present municipal 
plan. - 

Regardless of the trouble and annoyance 
ia invoking the initiative, the people will 
readily and willingly undertake it, if council 
persists in denying them the right to adopt 
a better, more economical and more effi- 
cient charter at the ballot box. 

Wouldn’t it be well for council to go 
ahead and enact the pending resolution pro 
viding for the appointment of charter re- 
vision committees, rather than force the peo- 
ple by determined inaction to invoke the 
initiative against it? 

All that is asked, all that has ever been 
asked is that two or three charters be pre- 
pared embodying the different principles 
of municipal government, but putting it upon 
a thoroughly efficient basis under all forms, 
and let the people select at the polls which 
of these they desire to live under. 

Certainly there is nothing unreasonable 
abeut the request; the only unreasonable 
thing in the whole business, thus far, is 
council’s dogged attitude of studied inac- 


tion. 

Now that the fact and the power of the 
initiative confronts it, council might well 
and considerately change its mind before the 

people take a hand. 

For just as surely as council persists 
in its umreasonable refusal in this matter, 
the people will invoke the initiative and 


compel it to action!

THE GEORGIA ‘‘COLONEL.”’ 


We reproduce elsewhere on this page a 
semi-humorous extract from an address de- 
livered by Major Joseph B. Cumming, of 
Augusta, in which as far back as 1898, he 
voiced the protest of Georgia citizenship 
against the tinsel title of “colonel.” 

It was in response to the toast, “Geor- 
gia,” at a banquet of the Song of the Revo- 
lution, at Savannah, in 1898, that Major 
Cumming took advantage of the opportunity 
to question the credentials of the army of 
home-made Georgia “colonels” that had 
never beat a retreat—because they had 
never charged the enemy! 

Major Cumming’s words on that occa- 
sion were prophetic: He saw how the 
“colonel” business was mustering strength

of the battle of life! Seeing this, he feared 
for the future peace of mind of plain Geor- 
gia citizens who deem that to serve their 
state in any honorable capacity is glory 
enough, and who, so far from snapping at 
the “colonel” bait, regard the  tacked-on, 
unearned title not only.as ludicrous, but of- 
fensive. : 

No wonder Major Cumming sounded the 
alarm, for at that early date, according to 
his own observation, “every lawyer, from 
the youngest to the oldest, had left his 
regiment somewhere—the Lord only knows 
where—to attend court!’’ 

The lawyers have been “colonelized’’ 
more than any other profession: They are 
expected to win legal battles and are made 
“colonels” by. hopeful clients, even before 
the fight begins! These Major Cumming 
classes with ‘“whipper-snapper  colonels,”’’ 
and he appealed to the Georgia legislature 
for relief! 

But alas, state legislators—even con- 
gressmen—have likewise been colonelized, 
and can’t help it! No hope of relief there! 

So Major Cumming, like Colonel A. R. 
Lawton, of Savannah, who have won their 
honored titles in the field through service to 
their country, can only wait and hope that 
better judgment will prevail as to the mak- 
ing of paper colonels on the part of press 
and people.

WOMEN ORGANIZED 


TO SWAY POLITICS 
IN 1916 CAMPAIGN 


(From The New York World.) 

Women suffragists will enter into the 
national campaign this year for the first time 
with a political organisation of their own, 
backed by the power of the ballot in twelve 
states, which contribute one-fifth of the 
votes in the electoral college. 

When republican and progressive dele- 
gates arrive in Chicago for their conventions 
on June 7, they will find a large compeny 
of women already in convention, working to 
accomplish one and only one thing-—~woman 
suffrage on a national, not state, basis. 

“We call,” reads their proclamation, “upon 
all our fellow members in the suffrage states 
to assemble with us in Chicago on June 5, 
6 and 7 to launch a woman's party which will 
work independently of all existing political 
organizations to secure the immediate pass- 
age of the national suffrage amendment. 

“The fact that one-fifth of the electoral 
vote and one-third of the vote necessary to 
elect the next president comes from the suf- 
frage states gives voting women such power 
in congress as to make certain the passage 
of the national amendment if they will unite 
in its support. Congress has blocked the 
amendment at every turn, however, and only 
by the insistent demand of women voters can 
its passage be secured.” 

The Simple Amendment. 

Susan B. Anthony, in 1875, drafted the 
proposed amendment to the federal constitu- 
tion which the Congressional Union for 
Woman Suffrage now urges. It is short and 
‘simple, reading as follows: 

“The right of citizens of the United States 
to vote shall not be denied or abridged by 
the United States or by any state on account 
of sex. 

“Congress shall have power, by appropriate 
legislation, to enforce the provisions of this 
article.’ 

New York's delegation to this womans 
convention will be headed ‘by Mrs. O. H. P. 
Belmont. Among her associates will be Mrs. 
Inez Milholland Boissevain, Mrs. Emanuel 
Einstein, Mrs. Robert Adamson, Mrs. Harriot 
Stanton Blatch, Mrs. Phoebe Hearst, Mrs. 
Charles Farnham, Miss Marion May, Miss 
Lucy Burns, Mrs. Clarence J. Smith, Mrs, 
Charles A. Beard, Mrs. Frank Cothren and 
Mrs. J. E. Lambie. 

Mrs. Adamson, whose husband is fire 
commissioner of New York city and a prac- 
tical politician, said to The Evening World: 

“The question has entirely passed the de- 
batable stage and is now a plain political 
issue. By putting suffrage first and party 
affiliations second, women can be the decid- 
ing factor in the next presidential election, 

“By standing together, women can form a 
party strong enough to secure immediate 
passage through congress of the Susan B. 
Anthony amendment, enfranchising the wom- 
en of the United States.” 

Only Real .Voters in Chicago. 

While women from all states will go to 
Chicago, only those delegates from _ states 
which already have granted them the ballot 
will vote in convention. So far as official 
proceedings go, it will be strictly a2 woman 
voters’ convention. Those who have not yet 
secured the ballot must content themselves 
with being enthusiastic spectators on the 
side lines. 

The twelve states wherein women will 
vote this year for president and their votes 
in the electoral] college are as follows: Ari- 
zona, 3; California, 13; Colorado, 6; Idaho, 4; 
Illinois, 29; Kansas, 10; Montana, 4; Nevada, 
8; Oregon, 5; Utah, 4; Washington, 7; Wyo- 
ming, 3. Total votes, 91 out of 531. 

“In the last five presidential elections,’’ 
so the woman’s party publications declare, 
“not one of these states has gone steadily for 
any one party. Small turn-over of votes could 
have altered election results. In 1912 none of 
the equal suffrage stateg would have  re- 
quired a change of more than 7.8 per cent of 
the total vote to swing the presidential elec- 


tion in that state.’ 


Deserved Tribute Is 
Paid to Jerome Jones 


(From The Macon News.) 

Mr. J. B. Wood, of Alabama, in writing a 
story of the recent meeting of the Alabama 
Federation of Labor held at Montgomery 
last week, concludes his article with the fol- 
lowing, which will be read with pleasure by 
the thousands of friends of Mr. Jones in 
Georgia: 

“I now come to part of my article which 
deals with a big man, and a part which I 
approach with a fear that I may overdo, and 
yet not be able to do justice. The one real 
dominating influence of that great meeting 
of great labor men was a man of small 
stature, but with a wonderful brain and per- 
sonality; a man who radiated magnetism, 
and a power; a man of whom, alas, there are 
few; the quiet little man in the corner, who 
missed nothing and whose bright eyes saw 
every action, read into the secrets of every 
motive, who laid his finger unerringly upon 
the weak point of every argument, every 
intended action, and with a precision that 
was almost uncanny, set right any and every 
matter laid before him, and with such clarity 
of ideas and faultless logic that none could 
misunderstand. Jerome Jones, of Georgia, 
was that man. 

“Sent as a special representative from 
the peerless leader of labor, Samuel Gompers, 
he came to see what Alabama was doing in 
the great cause, and we of Alabama trust 
that he was satisfied with what he saw. We 
did not put on for his benefit, we went about 
our business as though he were not present, 
but we admit that, though he did not obtrude 
his opinions, did not attempt in any way 
to dicfate or interfere, his dominant person- 
ality influenced us, and his magnetism drew 
us. His was the’personality that kept us up 
to the high mark that was the keynote of 
the convention, and his was the influence 
that helped us make history in our state, 
We are not jealous of Georgia in the posses- 
sion of Jerome Jones, but we wish that we 
could find the man among our people who 
with such singleness of purpose, such clarity 
of vision, such persistence in battle, had 
fought the fight of labor as Jones has for 
Georgia. Once in a decade such a man comes 
among us, and sets about his work, and does 
it well, and fortunate indeed is the state or 
the nation that finds such a man, and firmly 
indeed should they hold to him. © 

“We, Alabama labor men and women, 
greet those of Georgia; before, in the great 
strife between brothers, Alabama and Geor- 
gia fought side by side as one. When that 
conflict was over, we both suffered the pangs 
and griefs of reconstructon. Many things 
have made us close in aims and objects, and 
none of these should serve to bring us so 
close as the great industrial war that is 
raging now. Our fight is the same, our enemy 
the same, and our plans are the same. Vic- 
tory and defeat affects us the same as vic- 
tory or defeat affected us in the civil strife. 
We are together in aims, objects and ambi- 
tions, and we are glad that Georgia lent us 
Jerome Jones even for the brief space that 
he was with us, and if we can return the 
great favor, we shall be glad.

THE ADDRESS OF MAJOR J. B. CUMMING 
THAT STARTED “ANTI-COLONEL” CRUSADE 


Delivered eighteen years ago in re- 
sponse te the toast “Georgia” at the 
banquet of the Sons of the Revolution, 
im Savannah. Following is that part of 
the addreas of Majer J. B. Cumming, of 
Augusta, that gave birth to the anti- 
“Colenel” crusade that is now sweeping 


—= 


“T take as my text for a short discourse 
the Georgia Colonel. I do not claim that in 
doing this I am agsailing the greatest evil 
that raises its head in Georgia, but I do say 
that it is the one which afflicts a proud and 
sensitive Georgian most., We can stand 
abuse, we can endure poverty, We can sur- 
vive oppression, we can tolerate wickedness 
of various grades and species. But to be 
Jaughed at, to be the object of ridicule, to 
be the subject of perennial derision, to have 
& perpetual horse laugh, maintained at our 
expense, roaring in our ears—this is an evil 
the removal of which is well worth the effort 
of the Sons of the Revolution, or anybody 
else’s sons. Whence comes this particular 
affliction? That is the first division of my 
discourse. What is the remedy? That is the 
second division. 

“I am unable to find a satisfactory an- 
Swer to my first question. I am sorely puz- 
zled. It is to me a most inscrutable psycho- 
social problem. I rack my brain in vain for 
an explanation of the mad passion of our 
people to call and be called—colonel. It is 
a form of mild dementia, sinking to the grade 
of imbecility and idiocy, which baffles ex- 
Planation. If the fact did not surely live 
before our eyes, we should not be able to 
believe that some thousands of the white 
male citizens of Georgia, who know nothing 
of the manual of arms, who cannot even 
keep step,. who never entertainted for a mo- 
ment the idea of following a military career, 
delight in being called—colonel. 

“Nay, more; the withholding of this title 
from any public or quasi public man, legis- 
lator, lawyer, tax collector, mayor, council- 
man, coroner—indeed, any man who stands 
out ever 80 little from the mass of the little 
community in which he lives—is looked upon 


in many parts of the state of Georgia as 


nothing less than a slight. Attend any state 
court, at least outside of the cities, and in 
what an army of colonels you find your- 
Self. Every lawyer, from the youngest to 
the oldest, has left his regiment somewhere— 
the Lord only knows where—to attend the 
court. Read in our papers of any incident, 
however pacific and involving however little 
occasion for the service of the military arm, 


and you will find that all the actors in it are ) 


colonels. The judge on the bench, the ed- 
itor in his sanctum contribute their aid to 
keep this strange folly going. 

“The future painstaking historian will be 
greatly perplexed and probably misled when 
he comes to deal with this period in his 
‘History of the People of Georgia.’ Like every 
conscientious and judicious writer of history, 
he will, to the fullest extent. consult con- 
temporaneous documents and the current 
every-day literature of the people he is de- 
scribing. How very reasonable it will be in 
him to write such passages as this: 

“At that period there was for more than 


a generation an epoch of unrest and anxiety, | 


the causes of which are very difficult to dis- 
eover at this day by the most diligent re- 
search. But for some reason the people of 
Gecrgia lived throughout this period under 
martial law. All the usual civil functions 
were performed by military officers. Indeed, 
civilians seem for many years not to have 
been eligible to office. From these data an 
estimate may be made by the careful and 
judicious historian of the vast military 
establishment of this people at that period 
and also of the density of the population 
necessary to sustain such an establishment. 
For a careful consideration of contemporary 
documents will show that, apparently, even 
military officers were not eligible to civil 
office until 
colonel. As it

was the leader of 1,000 men, and as there ~~ 


were not less than 5,000 colonels, we can safe- 
ly conclude that the standing army of the 
state was 5,000,000—-which, of course, implies 
a corresponding population.’

LEWIS BUDDY TELLS 


BIBLE CLASSES 


OF THE SCOUTMASTERS’ IMPORTANC 


In three addresses before different Bible 
Classes yesterday Field Commissioner Lewis 
Buddy, from National Boy Scout headquar- 
ters, discussed the Scoutmaster, his impor- 
tance to the service and the desirability of 
forming troops ‘in connection with all 
churches of the city where they do not now 
exist. 

Mr. Buddy spoke at 9:30 o’clock to the 
Bible class of the First Baptist church, at 
10 o’clock to Dr. K. G. Matheson’s class at 
the North Avenue Presbyterian, and at 10:30 
o'clock to the Bible class of Grace Metho- 
dist church. 

In all these addresses he urged the 
churches to take up the matter of forming 
scout troops of the boys of scout age in 
the various congregations, immediately fol- 
lowing the present campaign to raise a fund 
to put the movement here on a sustaining 
basis. His suggestions were well received, 
and those who heard him recognized the im- 
portance of following them out. 

Mr. Buddy spoke of the

| securing the right kind of scoutmasters for 


the service. There is no remuneration at- 
tached to the work; it is a matter purely and 


simply of civic service. It is sometimes ¢ 
most impossible to find capable scoutmaste 
to take charge of the troops as fast as th: 
are organized, Mr. Buddy said. 


It is an interesting fact that many co*® a 


lege men are taking an active interest in tt 
scoutmaster's work, and a scoutmaster | 
school has been opened in connection wit 
the University of Pennsylvania, and many O., 
the students attend it solely for the purpos.. 
of equipping themselves-to take charge o- 
troops of Boy Scouts. 

In discussing this phase of the problem 
Mr. Buddy pointed out that scoutmaster 
means leadership, and that is what makes 
it often so difficult to find the right kind 
of men: 
commendable but a difficult form of ctvic 
service. 

When the present campaign is over and 
the Atlanta Boy Scouts are put upon the right 
sort of basis and begin to grow, it will be 
necessary, he points out, for a large number 
of young men to enroll themselves for this 
work in connection with the many new troops 
to be formed here. Mr. Buddy believes there 
is plenty of material in Atlanta~«for this 
work, if the men will only volunteer for it. 


‘Raoul Foundation Work 
Has Many Activities 


The W. G. Raoul Foundation has many 
other actiivties directed to the protection of 
health besides tuberculosis prevention and 
treatment, according to the report of the or- 
ganization just issued by Executive Secretary 
James P. Faulkner. 

In accordance with the wish of the late 
Captain W. G. Raoul, the organization hag pre- 
pared and equipped itself now to supply in- 
tormation and advice upon matters pertaining 
to health and sanitary conditions of every 
kind. 

Inquiries are constantly being received 
from all over the state, and especially from 
country homes, upon such questions as meth- 
ods of exterminating flies, sewage disposal, 
plans for running water in the home; requests 
for literature on social hygiene and the evils 
of the cigarette habit are frequently received, 
and questions asked concerning the possi- 
bility of organized play in the schools for the 
physical development of the children. 

The Foundation gives special attention to 
these requests, answering fully all queés- 
tions, and supplying literature where desired. 
Nor does it spare any time or effort in pro- 
curing the information requested, if it is not 
at hand. Much valuable literature is pub- 
lished by the Foundation, especially on the 
subject of tuberculosis, its prevention and 
treatment. And in addition, the National as- 
sociation sends out many circulars, all con- 
taining valuable information on health sub- 
jects. 

Another phase of the work in a new di- 
rection, the report shows, is a special cam- 
paign against tuberculosis in childhood. The 
prevalence of the disease has been discov- 
ered to an alarming extent in children, and 
the Foundation is fighting this unfortunate 
condition through the schools as well as the 
homes, giving instruction as to the best meth- 
ods of teaching health topics to the children. 

Another strong feature of the work, as 
shown in the report, is the lectures given by 
the executive secretary in all parts of the 
state, before institutes, women’s clubs, chau- 
tauquas and other gatherings, on various 
health subjects, thereby stimulating communi- 
ty interest and creating a demand for the 
information that the office seeks to give. 
The work of Miss Cloe Jackson, executive 
nurse, in relieving actual suffering among 
those afflicted with the disease, is given spe- 
cial attention in the report. 

The splendid work being done by the or- 
ganization, as is generally known, has been 
made possible through the generous gift of 
the late Captain W. G. Raoul, only the inter- 
est of which is used, supplemented by the 
sale of Red Cross Christmas seals, to defray 
expenses. Any desired information or help 
from the organization may be obtained by 
applying to James P, Faulkner, executive 
secretary, 303 Candler building. 


MOTORCYCLES.

A motorcycle is a bicycle with a pande- 
monium attachment, and is designed for the 


especial use of mechanical 8 geniuses, dare- 
devils and lunatics. 

The motorcycle is equipped with a motor 
small enough to be put in a large pocket and 
loud enough to fill a Coliseum comfortably. 
This motor is connected with the rear wheel 
of the bicycle, and when it is in the mood, 
will revolve the wheel with tremendous 
speed, thus causing the bicyele to proceed 
from hither to yon over buggies, pedestrians, 
fences and small outbuildings. 

A motorcycle is really a miniature auto- 
mobile with full-sized noise, smell and dirt 
output. It is not started by cranking, how- 
ever, but by pedaling the whole machine 
along the road until the motor emerges from 
its coma and gets on the job. An automo- 
bilist can be detected by his vast overhang- 
ing shoulders and calloused hands. A motor- 
cyclist, however, may have arms like pipe- 
stems, but his legs are seven sizes too large 
for him. 

A motorcycle is not as comfortable as a 
camel or a lumber wagon, but it is very 
swift, and there is nothing that feels more 
like flying than to ride a large baritone 
motoreyele over the country roads at fifty 
miles an hour, leaping lightly from bump to 
bump—except to leave the machine when it 
has struck a ‘rock and to soar swiftly 
through the unstable atmosphere until some 
jagged section of the United States inter- 
fere with further progress. 

Motorcycles are very useful and have al- 
most annihilated distance and cheap clothes. 
They should be ridden in costume, except by 
very wealthy and careless men. A pair of 
leather pants with asbestos lining and a two- 
bushel hip pocket for tools, a padded vest, 
heavy gloves, a pair of goggles, and nose and 
shin-guards make a tasty and useful rig for 
the cyclist. Dressed’in this fashion the en- 
thusiast can enjoy himself to, the full as he 
caroms from tree to tree and gorges himself 
with dust, oil and excitement. 

Motorcycles are not as fatal to pedestrians 
as automobiles, because they can only run 
over him with two wheels. But they should 
be treated with respect at all times and 
should not be interfered with when in @ 
hurry. 

Marvelous records are made by intrepid 
mahouts who have driven large double-bar- 
reled motorcycles ninety miles on a board 
track. and most of the way up the golden 
stairs in one hour by the clock. 

Motorcycles are much cheaper than auto- 
mobiles, and there seems to be no practical 
remedy for this, as the industry is unfor- 
tunately not in the hands of a tran. 2 
good machine can be purchased for $150. 
However, if the devotee does not possess 
$150 he can get almost as good results by 
drinking a little lubricating oil, inhaling 
a vacuum Cleaner and setting off two bushels 
of firecrackers between his legs. 
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MAY FREE FROM MURDER 
~EGELBERGER ASKS WH 


_ Anti-Saloon League Leader 


Praises Prohibition’s Ef- 
fect in Atlanta. 


Emphasizing the fact that during 
May, 1916, not a murder was committed 
in Atlanta, as against an average of 
three for each “wet” month of the 
year—January, February, March and 
April—G. W. Eijichelberger, superin- 
tendent of the Anti-Saloon league, in a 
sermon at Pryor Street Presbyterian 
church yesterday morning on “Words 
That Give Life versus Words That 
Kill,” argued that whoever prevented 
the present prohibition law’s becoming 
effective January 1 instead of May 1 
“is responsible before God for those 
twelve murders during the first four 
months of this year.” 

It was as a prelude to his sermon 
that Mr. Eichelberger digressed to extol 
the virtues of prohibition and to com- 
Diiment the authorities upon the man- 


_ , mer in which the law has been enforced. 


“For years,’ said Mr. Eichelberger, 
“the city of Atlanta has been furnish- 
ing an average of one murder a week, 
one year reaching as many as 55 mur- 
ders, and during the first four months 
of 1916 there were twelve murders in 
Atlanta. During May, the first month 
of prohibition, there was not a single 
murder reported in the city. Why!” 

“And yet,” he continued, “some poli- 
ticians in Georgia, and some of them 
high up in church officialdom, last 
summer and fall wrote caustic letters 
in the state dailies urging that prohibi- 
tion bills, if enacted, do not take effect 
until 1917, or that the question be sub- 
mitted to the people by popular vote. 
This latter proposition would have

Street church pulpit both morning and 
evening. 


PASTOR DEPLORES LACK 
OF CHURCH INTEREST 


Dr. A. R. Holderby, pastor of East 
Point Presbyterian church, preaching 
on “The Supreme Business of Life” as 
his Sunday morning text, said that “the 
supreme business of every man is not 
to make a living tur himself, nor to 
support one’s family, nor to live for hig 
bye pleasure, but to glorify his Cre- 
ator.”’ 

“One trouble with the church to- 
day,” he declared, “is that one-half 
of the so-called Christians do not even 
attend church, nor are they doing any- 
thing to advance the kingdom. As a 
matter of fact, these people are stum- 
bling blocks and are of no use in the 
kingdom, and the church would be bet- 
ter off without them. These are the 
people who attach the greater impor- 
tance to their own little business and 
are ignoring the King’s business.

Value of Good Listener Stressed 
In Sermon by Dr. Lyons Sunday 


jest of Dr. J. Sprole Lyon’s morning 
sermon. It was the second in a series 
upon the Epistle of James, and dwelt 
upon the importance of careful rearing 
of the Word, coupled with doing its 
proserts. He said “We have many 
rilliant speakers and conversational- 
ists, but very few brilliant listeners. 

“The principal difference between a 
good sermon and a poor one is in the 
hearer. Nature is suspected of con- 
veying a hint as to the relative value 
of talking and listening by giving each 
of us two ears, but only one tongue. 

“James admonishes us not only to 
be ‘swift to hear,’ but to be ‘slow to 
speak,’ that is slow to begin to speak, 
not to speak slowly. 

“We frequently have occasion to re- 
pent of speaking, but rarely for holding 
our tongues. Human speech is one of 
the wonders of creation, but timely 
silence is often more wonderful and 
more effective. The tongue can utter 
much, but the soul’s profoundest expe- 
riences are beyond the possibility of 
speech—the unutterable sorrow and the 
unspeakable joy.” 

Speaking of words as provoking 
anger, he said, “Jesus does not ask us 
to be the impossible, but does give us 
the very reasonable standard of being 
‘slow to wrath,’ a kind of slow com- 
bustion temperament, if not absolutely 
fireproof. 

“Wrath is usually mixed up with talk, 
as fire and fuel. Stop talking and the 
fire will soon cool down. A hair-trig- 
ger tongue is a source of much weak- 
ness and misery.”’ 

He emphasized the fact that as people 


“Practicing the Word” was the sub-+r+advance in religion and 


civilization 
they become more self-controlled, slow- 
er to wrath. He cited the conduct of 
our own country in recent years, par- 
ticularly in the trying situations re- 
lating to Mexico and Germany. He em- 
phasized the importance which James 
attached to good listening, but called 
attention to his warning that mere 
listening would never suffice. ‘“Listen- 
ing may become a snare and a weak- 
ness,” he said. “One can become a 
regular sermon taster, an enthusiastic 
frequenter of revival services, and 
may enjoy greatly the immediate sen- 
sation of spiritual arousement, and still 
be only a ‘stony-ground hearer,’ as de- 
scribed by Jesus. Such enthusiastic 
listeners need to add the element of 
doing, of practicing the word. Of these 
James says: ‘They are blessed in their 
doing.’ ”’

REMOVAL OF BEAVERS 
UNJUST, SAYS OGDEN 


“Not One Charge Against Him 
Was Established,” He 
Tells Congregation. 


Dr. Dunbar H. Ogden, pastor of Cen- 
tral Presbyterian church, as a prelude 
to his morning sermon yesterday, spoke 
brieflv upon the recent removal and 
the coming re-trial of former Chief of 
Police Beavers, referring to .the case 
ae being of “more far-reaching moral 
significance than anv other brought to 
his attention in his seven years’ resi- 
dence in Atlanta. Dr. Ogden said, in 
part: . 

“As a minister of truth, I must speak 
a few words to you in reference to 
a grave public issue. 

“It is important that the citizens of 
Atlanta realize the deep significance 
of the trial of our suspended chief of 
police, which is to be held in a few 
days. In the seven vears of my resi- 
dence here no event has occurred of 
more far-reaching moral significance. 

“The action of the judge of the su- 
perior court in ordering the police board 
to give Chief Beavers a new trial did 
not surprise’ me, for I was present at 
the first trial, heard every word of 
the testimony and knew that not one 
charge against him was established.

The issue is this: Shall At- 
lanta’s chief of police in the discharge 
of his difficult duties have the full pro- 
tection of the law, or shall he be at the 
mercy of men hostile towards him? 
You see at once that the most sacred 
interests of our homes and of our indi- 
vidual lives are involved. 

“It ig the duty of every God-fearing 
citizen to be deeply interested in this 
trial. If it be proven that Chief Bea- 
vers is unworthy of the office, that he 
has been untrue to his duties, the moral 
interests of Atlanta demand that he be 
removed. If, on the other hand, he is 
removed when no such charge has been 
proven, a stab is made at the very heart

DURABLE DANE 
WILL CELEBRATE 
BIRTHDAY TODAY 


Denmark will celebrate its national 
holiday today, and everybody from 
members of the pariiament down to 
the king will knock oft their regulal 
jobs anu ceiebrate. Some say the ob- 
gervance commemorates the anniver- 
gary of the constitution or the by- 
laws or soinething iike that, while otn- 
ers allege that the general jubilation 
is in honor of the birthday of that 
most distinguished of modern sons of 
Denmark—we refer, ladies and gents, 
to Usear Battling Matthew Nelson. 
However that may be, the Vanes cele- 
brate today, and this is the natal day 
of the once Durable Dane. 

Although it is commonly supposed 
that Nelsun is a centenarian, as a mat- 
ter or tact, he sull has nearly two- 
thirds of tne way to go, for he was 
born in Copenhagen, June 5, 1552, 
which. makes iim thirty-four. Already 
he has reached the sere and yellow leaf 
of pugilism, and, Kick as he may and 
dues at the decree of Daddy Time, he 
is all through as a ring performer. 
ain't human,” the Durabie Dane used to 
boast when in the heyday of his youth 
and vigor, and, the way he assimilated 
punishment, his diagnosis seemed to 
contain an element of fact. At thirty- 
four, however, Nelson has learned the 
lessun that all flesh is but grass and 
the grass withereth away, or words to 
that effect.

After that he 
fought only occasionally until 1900, 
when, at the age of eighteen, he made 
boxing his profession, and fought his 
way up over the prostrate bodies of his 
foes until he attained the pinnacle of 
the lightweight ladder. 

Nelson secured a_ divorce a few 
months ago from Fay King, the pretty 
cartoonist and special writer of a Den- 
ver newspaper whom he led to the altar 
early in 1913. The marriage wasn't 
successful, from a matrimonial view- 
point, but it got a lot of publicity for 
the Battler, for his bride refused to live 
with him, and the domestic mix-up was 
liberally aired in the press.

Memphis, Tenn., June 4.—Disrespect 
for youth by Scott Perry, a ponderous 
right-handed pitcher, cost he and his 
Cracker helpmates a baseball game 
that ultimately resulted in a victory 
for the Chickasaws this afternoon at 
Russwood Park. 

Perry disrespected the ability to bat 
of little Muddy Ruel, the _ tribe's 
juvenile catcher, in the sixth inning.

It proved an error of judg- 
ment, for little Muddy cracked a single 
through shortstop clearing the path of 
two tribesmen and giving the Chicks 
a one-run lead which was never over- 
come. 

To make it a good victory Jimmy 
Walsh added one to the pot of scores 
when, with two out in the eighth in- 
ning, the Chick keystone station keeper 
Placed one of Perry’s curves on the 
top shelf of the darktown bleachers 
for a round trip. 


Kerr vs. Perry.

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GERARD “INTERVIEW” 
PRINTED IN BERLIN 


Berlin, June 4.—(Via London.)—The 
Evening National Zeitung prints an in- 
terview with American Ambassador 
Gerard, which bears on its face indi- 
cations of lack of authenticity. 

Speaking on the chances of peace, 
the ambassador is quoted as saying: 

“Now, as before, I consider these fa- 
vorable and 1 am convinced that only 
a few months separate us from peace. 

“President Wilson has, above all, a 
human interest in the restoration of 
peace. I know he feels deep personal 
pain at the misertry which the war is 
bringing to millions of men and I as- 
sert that he has proved that by words 
and deeds.” 

The interview proceeds with refer- 
ences to President Wilson’s peace ut- 
terances in connection with the presi- 
dential campaign in the United States, 
phrased in a way that the ambassador 
naturally would avoid. It quotes him 
also as declaring himself convinced 
that military events within the next 
few weeks would materially increase 
the inclination for peace among the 
belligerents. 

Ambassador Gerard today flatly de- 
nied that Joseph C. Grew, secretary of 
the embassy, who now is in the United 
States, has any special political mission 
as has been widely reported here.

Raleigh, N. C., June 4.—Attoney Gen- 
eral Bickett has a majority of approx- 
imately 25,000 votes over Lieutenant 
Governor Daughtridge in the guberna- 
torial race on returns from 62 out of 
100 counties received from yesterday's 
primaries. 

Representative Claude Kitchin car- 
ried every county in his district over 
Clingman W. Mitchell, and his majority 
will be about 7,000. 

A second primary probably will be 
necessary in the sixth and seventh con- 
rressional districts, with Representa- 
tive Godwin opposing Q. K. Nimocks 
in the sixth, and U. L. Spence and Lee 
D. Robinson contesting for Representa- 
tive Page’s place in the seventh. 

Zebulon V. Weaver was nominated 
by the democrats to oppose Representa- 
tive. Britt, republican, in the tenth dis- 
trict.

Hartness, of Iredell, are leading for 
secretary of state, and W. A. Graham, 
incumbent, and A. J. McKinnon, of 
Robeson, for. commissioner of agricul- 
ture. All other state officers were re- 
nominated. 

There was only one contest on the re- 
publican ticket, Jake Newell, of Meck- 
lenburg, being nominated for represen- 
tative in the ninth district.

tinued, “a bird chirped a song of wel- 
come to the rising sun, sending its warm 
shafts flooding through the branches.

“Peggy,” who worked behind the coun- 
ter in a department store. She was 
compelled by circumstances ‘to lead a 
shoddy existence, often go hungry and 
wear cheap clothes. She lost her posi- 
tion. She was broke. | 

Tonight, as the story really begins, 
she is in her little room in the garret. 
She is hungry. Outside, waiting for 
her, is a fat man, who is described as 
“such a connoisseur in hunger that he 
can take one look at a working girl 
and tell when she had her last meal.” 
He is waiting to take “Peggy” to sup- 
per. 

Turns to Her Ideal. 

But Peggy, half way to the door, 
drawing a faded glove upon her hand, 
turns back to her ideal represented in 
the lithograph of Lord Kitchener, 
whose eyes were boring into the depths 
of her soul—for “Peggy” had a soul. 
She flung herself upon the bed in tears 
of despair.

I recalled this story as the shade

Blanche Hoover's Letter. 


The letters written, by the girl told 
how she had struggled against the odds 
of life; how she had sought renown 
in the moving picture studios, and 
failing to find a place, had “landed” a 
job in a bakery. 

She was discharged from the bak- 
ery because she wasn’t fast enough 
wrapping bundles. She was reduced 
to want and hunger. An Italian ‘“ca- 
det” was dogging her heels with offers 
of food and finery in return for a life 
of immorality. She had been almost 
tempted. She was so hungry, and her 
clothes were so dowdy. She shuddered 
at the thought of the other life. 

She wrote of a frenzied strugegle for 
existence. 
all-night drug store, 
woman was sitting at a nearby table, 
eyes hawklike upon the girl. 
has seen this woman with the Italian 
cadet. “I do not believe life is worth 
prolonging at the price,” she is writing 
her mother. 

But that is not all she writes. For 
the moment she forgets that it is to be 
her last night on earth, forgets world- 
ly burdens and problems, and her soul 
bounds free from its fetters. 

The remainder of her last letters are 
now devoted to her observations of Chi- 
cago. She was amazed by the bigness 
of the Marshall Field store. She spent 
a whole day in it, taking in its won- 
ders. She writes that it is an inde- 
Bcribable place. She spent another day 
riding on the elevated, “taking in the 
sights.” 


Oceans Taste Different. 


Then, near Los Angeles, she writes, 
she saw the Pacific ocean for the first 
time. It is as smooth as glass. She 
took a taste of the water. It has a 
flatter taste than the Atlantic, she says 
—but then she didn’t taste enough to 
be a competent judge. “How funny 
that the taste of the two oceans should 
be so different,” she pencils in the all- 
night drug store with the eves of a 
“slaver” vigilantly watching her, and 
death by her own hand so near. 

There are four little children in the 
house where she had stopped until she 


grew too destitute to pay for her board. | 


She is now writing about them. The 
eldest, Pete, is a michievous youngster, 
red-haired, freckled. She writes that 
it was a great joy to come home at 
night and spank him in fun. 

Before she finishes the letter she 
asks her mother to thank «a girl friend 
for some kodak pictures that were sent 
her, and to give her love to her grand- 
mother, She begs the mother not to 
grieve, “because it will be‘happier over 
yonder, and there will be an end to 
struggles.”

HUNT TELLS HOW 
TO SECURE PALMS 
AND. RAISE PLANTS 


The suggestion made by B. W. Hunt, 
of Eatonton, who is a noted horticul- 
turist, that Peachtree street could be 
made an avenue of palms by the use of 
varieties known as _ Rhapidophyllum 
Histrix and Trachycarpus’7 Excelsus, 
which he has very successfully grown 
in Eatonton, has brought Mr. Hunt a 
large number of inquiries. So numer- 
ous have been these inquiries, in fact, 
that Mr. Hunt has prepared a letter 
concerning these palms, giving full in- 
formation as to where to obtain plants 
and how to grow them. The letter is 
as follows: 

It affords me pleasure to advance the 
ornamental side of horticulture in Georgia. 

Rhapidophylilum Histrix grows six to sev- 

high,, with a similar spread of 
Therefore, needs to be given space 
least four feet from any other plant. 
plants sufficiently large are not 
catalogued and can not be bought of any 
nursery as far as I am aware. All cata- 
logued plants are too small. I have planted 
rows of them in Eatonton, but they grow 
too slow to be used to full advantage in 
my probable lifetime. Hence, you will have 
to obtain large plants of this American palm 
of some one resident in southern Florida, 
where they grow wild. Have the person dig 
up the largest specimens he can find, crate 
them in the dampened moss that hangs on 
Florida trees and ship by freight. 

I have never lost one in transplanting 
the many large ones shipped to me from 
Florida. Fall or spring, I think the best 
season for transplanting, and even then 
cut off the big leaves.

Soil for palms must be composed of sand 
dnd rotted humus. In your clay ground dig 
a large hole, throw away all the dirt 
you dig out, and then fill it with a mixture 
of sand and the richest garden soil you can 
(not manure). Plant in this artificial 
soil so the palm may have its roots in its 
beloved sand and humus. These palms will 
thrive in sun, shade or partial shade. 
Put them where you want them to grow. 
Remember you can't plant close to a walk, 

the beautiful lower Iimbs will spread 
over your walkway, and to sacrifice these 
lower palm leaves will injure the looks of 
the plant.

» News on Friday of Battle 


Between British and Ger- 
man Fleets. 


New York, June 4.—For the greater 
Part of last week Wall street consid- 
ered domestic litics. The tone of the 
securities market aside from a moder- 
ate setback resulting from fresh ten- 
sion in the Mexican situation seemed to 
imply in the opinion of some observers 
increasing belief in a coarition of the 
elements at Chicago, but otherwise the 
financial community freely acknowl- 
edged its inability to forecast events. 

e scene shifted with extreme sud- 
denness on Friday, when the news was 
received of the great sea battle be- 
tween the British and German fleets. 
Quoted values of most stocks yielded 
easily and short selling helped to un- 
Settle the list. International issues, 
including the Anglo-French and Cana- 
dian war bonds, lost their buoyancy and 
were offered in large amounts at con- 
cessions. 

Later advices dealing with the naval 
encounter served to restore confidence 
to a degree, but standard stocks were 
made subordinate to specialties, espe- 
cially motors and sugars. Various au- 
tomobile issues were lifted 10 to 30 
pgints, some considerably higher, to 
new records, the advance coinciding 
with reports of‘ a new combination 
whose proposed capitalization should 
Place it in the forefront of such proj- 
ects 

Gains of 10 to 20 points in the shares 
of raw sugar companies suggested buy- 
ing by substantial interests, probably 
the refiners, who, it is said, have prof- 
ited only slightly in the tremendous 
impetus that industry has received by 
the foreign demand. Shipping shares 
regained much of their recent promi- 
nence, Mercantile Marine achieving a 
new record on intimations that a plan 
of reorganization acceptable to all in- 
terests is soon to be adopted. 

Industrials of the class of United 
States Steel manifested no material 
change from their lassitude of recent 
weeks, munitions were irregular and 
showed marked restraint. Rails re- 
sponded only slightly to further bril- 
liant statements of earnings, although 
Norfolk and Western was in a class by 
itself at the maximum of 134%. 

Trade prosperity was reported to be 
at its crest bv eminent authorities and 
the mercantile agencies noted a sub- 
eidence of “feverish buying.” 


PUBLIC SCHOOL SUPT. 
QUITS IN THOMASVILLE 


Thomasville, Ga., June 4.—(Special.) 
Superintendent James A. Duncan, of 
the Thomasville public schools, has sent 
in to the board of education his resig- 
nation from the position of superintend- 
ent, to take effect at once. 

The resignation of Mr. Duncan came 
as a surprise to the public and is a 
matter of general regret. He gives as 
his reason the fact of friction between 
himself and a minority of the members 
of the board. It had been known that 
one or two members of that body op- 
posed the superintendent in some of his 
measures, but as the majority were 
with him it was hoped that any trou- 
ble would be obviated. During the four 
years that Mr. Duncan has held the po- 
sition of superintendent the school has 
been raised from class 2 to class 1 on 
the state list, and to the southern list 
of accredited schools. Two bond issues 
for schools have been carried, two new 
buildings have been erected, the school 
charter has been amended by vote of 
the people, raising the maximum rate 
of taxation from 2% to 4 mills, and a 
number of other improvements have 
been made.. The schools have grown 
steadily and the attendance the past 
year has been the largest in their his- 
tory. . 


JAPAN TO TRANSFER 


CHINDA TO BRITAIN 


Tokio, June 4.—Japan. has asked 
Great Britain to approve the appoint- 
ment of Viscount Sutemi Chinda, now 
ambassador to the United States, as 
Japanese ambassador to the court of 
St. James as successor to the Mar- 
quis Katsunosuke Inouye, who desires 
to return home. 


Viscount Chinda, after serving as 
Vice minister of foreign affairs, was 
appointed Japanese ambassador to Ger- 
many. From there he was transferred 
to Washington on January 30, 1912, to 

His chief 
activities in the United States have 
been in connection with the anti-alien 
land agitation in California and he re- 
cently conferred frequently -with Sec- 
retary of State Lansing with reference 
to a clause in the immigration Dill, 
which was objectionable to his govern- 
ment.

Except in re- 
spect to the shortage and unrest of 
labor, manufacturing conditions could 
hardly be better and relatively little 
suspension of work in the leading in- 
dustries is anticipated this summer. All 
are covered by contracts running far 
into the future, with such urgent re- 
quests for products that the capacity 
ef mills, shops and factories is taxed 
to the utmost. Owing to various 
causes, new orders are below the re- 
cent phenomenal record in some lines, 
yet a certain hesitation in business, 
|) with shrinkage in its volume, is not un- 
usual nor unnatural at this period, es- 
pecially in a year of presidential nom- 
inations.

Trade Continues to Move 


Above Normal 


by Large Volume of Steady 
Business, Says Bradstreet’s 
Report.

Bradsrett’s report says: : 

Feverish buying has subsided, but in 
its place has come a steady, more or- 
derly and yet very large volume of 
business, and the virtual arrival of the 
between-seasons period sees trade as 
well as industry moving along at a 
rate far albove the seasonal normal. 
Neither the reduced domestic buying 
of steel nor the weakness in southern 
pig iron, old materials and such metals 
as copper, spelter, lead, tin and anti- 
mony loom large in an otherwise strong 
situation. Optimism, though temper- 
ed by high prices, is not one whit less 
marked than it was at the height of 
the boom, the plain fact being that the 
country is sold up and therefore can 
afford to sit back for a breathing spell. 
Industry is working at an unwonted 
pace, diminished new buying of do- 
mestic steel is offset by foreign de- 
mand, the old story of labor command- 
ing high wages is more applicable than 
ever, and warm weather has improved 
retail trade as well as crop conditions. 
Indeed, interior retail dealers continue 
to buy freely, activities of political 
lights are subordinated to solid busi- 
ness movements, jobbing trade is quite 
active, thanks to filling-in orders, light- 
weight summer goods receiving the call, 
and while wholesale trade is shaded in 
consonance with the season, fall orders 
continue to come out in an astonish- 
ing way. \Mail order trade goes on ex- 
panding, the principal centers report 
that road orders are highly satisfactory 
and semi-annual clearance sales of dry 
goods and gerne merchandise at the 
west are well attended by visiting buy- 
ers, most of whom purchase liberally. 
Railway traffic during May reached 
record proportions for that month, the 
car situation is improving, deliveries 
from certain producers are better, but 
lack of transportation facilities, rail 
and water, hampers the southern yel- 
low pine industry, thus causing some 
mills to curtail outputs, 


UUTTON TRADERS 
WATCH WEATHER 


Question of Acreage Will 
Also Play Important Part 
During Week—Spot Situa- 
tion Is Quiet. 


New Orleans, La., June 4.—Weather 
conditions promise to play a more im- 
portant part in the local cotton mar- 
ket this week than thev have done 
yet this season. Next to the weather 
will be the question of acreage. The 
general belief appears to be that the 
weather recently has been highly fa- 
vorable and that the crop has done well. 
This week prices probably would be 
driven to lower levels by fair and warm 
weather or by fair weather interrupt- 
ed moderately by scattered showers. 
Too much rain or low temperatures 
would stimulate a buying movement. ‘ 

The average opinion of the trade is 
that there will be an increase in acre- 
age of about 10 per cent. Some on the 
long side think the increase will not 
be over 9 per cent, and some bearish 
operators believe the gain will be 
around 12 per cent. Private reports 
this week which would modify these 
Opinions probably would have a mark- 
ed effect on values. 

While the spot department recently 


has been quiet, developments in that 
quarter are possible at any time which 
might affect the entire cotton situation. 


BUSINESS IN STEEL 
SHARPLY CONTRACTED 


York June 4.—Business in iron 
products is being sharply 
contracted. The May orders are esti- 
mated to have been 800,000 tons less

and steel 


than in April and further reaction is 
probable during June. Railroad .equip- 
ment orders in May called for 40 per 
cent less steel than in April. he 
falling off was due largely to the less 
heavy buying of rails, but the orders 
for locomotives were the heaviest since 
June, 1915. Car contracts were cut in 
half compared with April, so far as do- 
mestic roads are concerned. 

It is a notable fact that more than 
half of the May car contracts were 
Placed by foreign companies, 3,000 cars 
are being built for the Italian State 
railways, 1,000 cars for Russia and 500 
for France. About one-fifth of the or- 
ders for motive power also came from 
foreign countries, including Egypt, 
France, Cuba, Spain, Canada, China and 
South America. Contracts now are un- 
der negotiation for 600 more locomo- 
tives for Russia, as well as for 400 
engines for other foreign countries. 

The exercise of the options on 116,000 
tons of steel billets and rounds, pre- 
viously noted, proved to have been for 
direct export. Agents of foreign gov- 
ernments who were negotiating with 
American manufacturers of projectiles 
are buying the semi-finished steel in 

reference to the finished shells. It now 
s learned that only about 100,000 large 
size shells will be ordered in this coun- 
try in the near future. 

Many domestic manufacturers of war 
munitions are several months behind in 
filling contracts, which may be one of 
the reasons for the failure to buy more 
finished shells at this time. Domestic 


manufacturers, however, have been in 
the market for about 40,000 tons of 
steel rounds and forging billets to cov- | 
er contracts about to be placed by the 
Italian government, and one Buffalo 
mill is said to have taken an order for 
40,000 tons of forging billets, for 278 
M™M shells, each shell weighing 1,400 
pounds. Plate mills and ordnance man- 
ufacturers are much interested in the 
battleships and armament to be ordered 
by the United States government,
